COOL AND CLOUDY

|Soaking Rains Fell Last Week
in Kansas.

Crop Condition Good, Says
Weather Bureau Report.

This week was unseasonably cool
and cloudy, with high winds on sev-
eral days, according to the summary
of weather and ecrop conditions ssued
by the weather bureau for the week
ending May 16,

Soaking rains, which exceeded two
inchgc in muny northeastern counties,
fell on Saturday and Sunday over all
the stats except the southwest por-
tion and tha extrems southeastern
countles, and were very heneficial. All
crops made a good growth and are
iooking fine except south and west
from Dodge City, whers tlhe ground
is getting very dry on top, but even
in that district & surprising amount of
melsture is reported in the sob-sofl
and a few moderately heavy rains
soon would relieve the situation.

Whent j= looking fine in all parts of
the state excepl the southwestern, and
in some ecentral countlgs, where dam-
age by the hessian fly has interfered
with the outlook considerably. THe!
condition of oats - and barley Is re-
partad to bhe entirely satisfactory.

Planting Corn Almost Finlshed.

Planting corn has been finished ex-
cept” in. the+ morms northern counties,
where about three-fourths of jt Is
done. The crop is coming up to good
stands in all parts and cultivation®is
well under way in many places, but
was delayed by the rains the latter

part of the week. In the extreme
northeastern counties considerabls
carn,wias washed out and will have to
be replanted.

Planting kafir has begun in several

counties.
CUrops in Good Condition,

Pastures and alfalfa made a fine
growth generally. Alfalfa is begin-
ning to bloom and the.first cutting has
‘begun in the south-central and south-
eastern counties, with indications that
it" will be general In another week.
This cutting Is very heavy.
Truck crops of all kinds were ben-
‘efited by the rzins of the week and
hove grown nicely. Early gardens are
plentiful. Fruil, excepl peaches, con-
tinues to gromise a good crop. Straw-
berries ars ripening in the countles
along'the Oklahoma line,

Report From Washington.

Summary of weather and crop con-
ditions in corn and wheat region for
the week ending April 16:

Washington, D. C,, May 17.—The
condition of corn has generally Im-
praved, except in some eastern states
where-it has been too dry and in many
northern districts where it was too
cold ond wet; corn planting is now in
progress in Michigan and southern
Minnesota.
